brought Into California in parts 
of recent shipments from out of 
state areas presumed to be free 
from the pest and from lots so 
certified.

partment of Agriculture and the 
County Agricultural Comlssion. 
er's office in protecting sweet 
potato growers of .Callfornhr 
agalnst the establishment of 
this serious agricultural pest In
